LaCrosse hatchery. 
So the trout 


were obtained, but later develop- 
ments enabled the bureau to ship 
the bass fry and, as a result, the lo- 
cal ponds are now overstocked, so 
that artificial feeding must be re- 
resorted to. Because of this over- 
stocking the fish obtained next fall 
will not be as large as those obtain- 
ed last year; but there will be many 
thousand more- 
Mr. Canfield was especially im- 
pressed by the Relien pond in 
Greenville and the Schmidt pond 
at Hortonville. He commented par- 
ticularly on the aquatic plant life 
which has been introduced into 
these ponds and had no suggestions 
to offer for improvements. His only 
criticism regarded the facilities for 
draining the ponds for removal of 
the fish; a criticism which applies to 
all the local ponds and the cause for 
which will be removed before Mr. 
Canfield's next visit. 


Good Formation 
This district has an unusually fa- 
vorably geologic formation, making 
it possible to maintain the ponds 
with much smaller water supply 
than is possible in other parts of the 
country. Mr. Csnfield stated that 
the water supply at the Schmidt 
pond, which has an area of about 
4,000 square feet and a flow of only 
three gallons per minute, would not 
maintain trout in a pond one-fifth 
that size in the territory around La- 
Crosse. He attributed the success 
attained here to the fact that the 
underlying water table is 
quite 


high, tending to keep the water 
cool and prevent loss by seepage. 
In spite of the small flow and the 
comparatively large area of the 
ponds, a thermometer showed a sur- 
face water temperature of less than 
70 degrees, with considerably lower 
temperatures 
prevailing in 
the 


deeper parts. 
Black Otter creek, intended as 


the home of the rainbow trout, also 
received Mr. Canfield's attention. 
Because the creek is small and only 
a few miles long, he recommended 
that the sportsmen improve it by 
buiiding artificial obstructions and 
dams to provide more cover for the 
trout. If these are properly located, 
the current can be made to dig out 
the holes in which the big fish love 
to lurk. Instead of filling with de- 
bris in periods of high water, the 
current will gouge them out more 
deeply, improving the stream each 
year. This job will be undertaken 
by members of the association in 
the near future, so tnat the stream 
will be ready for the thousands of 
trout now being held in the rearing 
ponds. 
Sites on which other ponds are 
to be built in the future were also 
inspected and approved. 


As Mr. Canield and Mr. Culler 


have also promised the local asso- 
ciation a liberal supply of parmsh. 
such as perch, sunfiEh, crappy and 
bullheads, for release in the Horton- 
ville mill pond, in Bear Creek on 
the Ellington wild life refuge, and 
in Laird's lake, the angling inclina- 
tions of the great majority of local 
sportsmen will have received more 
attention this year than ever before 
in the history of the county.

people can afford to be patient. 


THE OBJECTIONS OF THE COMPANY 


It appears that the state of Wisconsin 


is going to the mat with the Wisconsin 
Telephone Company over the authority 
of the Public Service Commission and a 
great many kindred questions. 


The immediate point raised in the 


pending injunctional proceedings has to 
do with the authority of the commission 
to issue a temporary order, such as the 
recent one reducing rates 12 ^> per cent, 
before entirely completing the taking of 
evidence. 


The provision of law which authorizes 


this order is under attack. It of course 
could be abused. But the conditions which 
the commission attach to it safeguarded 
the company's welfare against the uncer- 
tainties of the future and at the same 
time gave to the people as immediate re- 
lief as possible. * » * 


The protest of the Telephone Com- 


nany, a copy of which has been furnished 
us, contains some forty-seven separate 
items of objection, a great number of 
which must turn upon the valuation of 
the company's property in Wisconsin. 
Since the company claims that its invest- 
ment "in its plant and equipment, plus 
its stores and supplies, working capital 
and going value" is not less than $81,135,- 
066, the evaluation of this immense prop- 
erty must be left to a corps of engineers 
and assistants. While both the state and 
the company inventory and appraise this 
•oroperfy, the ironing out or decision by 
the commission, where controversy ex- 
ists, is not one-tenth as prolonged an af- 
fair as the putting in of evidence could 
be made when sharp and bitter con- 
troversy prevails. 


* « « 


The principal contention of the com- 


pany wOl be that the 12^ per cent re- 
duction was made prematurely, that it 
had not finished submitting evidence, and 
therefore that the temporary order of the 
commission is not based upon facts but 
upon conjecture, is only a plunge in the 
dark. 


The right of the commission to make 


this temporary order is essential for its 
proper functioning. 


Courts are presided over by practical 


men, and they seldom miss considering, 
not alone the virtues.of a law but the 
wrongs and vices that would exist without 
it. 


Suppose we had two hundred public 


utilities in the state ("and we have more) 
and each one insisted upon its full day 
before the commission. 
Making a re- 


strained estimate each utility could absorb 
a month's time in putting in evidence, 
making and arguing objections, reading 
extensively from court opinions, commis- 
sions" rulings, and engineers' reports. 


That would consume over fifteen years 


before the last utility's rates would be 
regulated. 


The courts of the United States are 


not going to make any decision which 
would impose upon the 
people such 


wretched and intolerable conditions. 


* * * 


Questions of value are but routine 


matters of option, upon which, with a 
fair degree of evidence in support, the 
decision cf trie commission is final and 
conclusive and net subject to interfer- 
ence by any court. 


The controversy, before the evidence 


is complete and a final order entered, 
shouki cover a direct decision concerning 
the company's complaint that ''said com- 
mission's order disregards said Telephone 
Company's surplus invested in its busi- 
ness.7'

The board, appointed by

has been diligently studying the 
chronic depression in the forest pro- 
ducts industries and now announces 
its findings in 20 important and far- 
reaching recommendations. 


In regard to forest products re- 


search, the board states that its rec- 
ommendation of government coop- I 
eration in making available forest I 
products research facilities does not j 
imply that the 
fundamental re-1 


search work of the forest products 
laboratory or the bureau of stan- 
dards in forest products should be 
abandoned. 


"It may be that the greatest emer- 


gency aid which the government | 
laboratories can render will be to ] 
continue their program of funda- i 
mental research," the board says.

tablish that Eoide Toian of Detroit 
beat " Ralph Metcalfe of Ivlarquette 
by two inches in the world record 
equalling time of 10.3 seconds, for 
the Olympic 100-meter champion- 
ship. 


Not since Jackson Scholz shaded 


Charley Paddock in the Olympic 
200-meter final of 1924, has there 
been so dazzingly close a sprint 
finish in these international games. 
Not since then, either, has America 
known what it meant to acclaim an 
Olympic dash winner and a crowd 
of 60.000 in the mammoth Olympic 
stadium, yesterday, gave the two 
Negro boys a remarkable ovation. 


Without a single day of rest, To- 


lan and Metcalfe, along with their 
two closest rivals, Arthur Jonath
